Honoring his sixty years as a mem­ 
ber, Gettys Lodge, Independent Order 
of Odd Fellows, paused in its meet­ 
ing, Tuesday evening, to do homage 
to Andrew Utz, East Middle street, 
who is rounding out three score years 
in Odd Fellowship. 
Not only does Gettys 
lodge lay 
claim to one of the oldest Odd Fel­ 
lows in Pennsylvania ;n the person of 
Mr. Utz, RI, but members of the local 
lodge say the veteran ‘three linker ’ 
holds a record for not having missed 
a meeting in 23 years. 
More than 150 Odd Fellows, mem­ 
bers of Gettys and other lodges in the 
county, several from Harrisburg, one 
from Pittsburgh and elsewhere were 
present Tuesday evening when the 
local lodge paid tribute to Mr. Utz, 
his life and his service in Odd Fel­ 
lowship. 
Gives Reminiscences 
After a splendid tribute w’as paid 
to the veteran memoer by the Rev. 
Luther B. Hafer, Carlisle street, a 
past grand officer of Maryland, Mr. 
Utz gave some interesting reminis­ 
cences of the time he joined Gettys 
lodge as a young man 21 years old. 
Other speakers at the meeting were 
G. William Henry, principal of the 
Steelton 
junior 
high 
school; 
Mr. 
Shope, warden of the Dauphin county 
jail, and William A. Mcllhenny, Har­ 
risburg, 
all 
prominently 
identified 
with Odd Fellowship in Pennsylvania. 
The third degree 
was 
conferred 
upon a class of candidates from Get­ 
tysburg and 
Bendersville, while a 
number of Gettysburgians 
received 
the first degree. The degree work was 
in charge of O. A. Lupp. 
William G. 
Weaver, noble grand of Gettys lodge, 
presided. 
Is Well Known 
Mr. Utz is known to probably more 
persons in Gettysburg than any other 
local resident. 
Short in stature, and 


slightly stooped by the four-score ac­ 
cumulation of years, Mr. Utz is still 
very active. 
Until two years ago, 
when he suffered the first illness of 
his life which confined him to bed, he 
was truant officer of the Gettysburg 
public schools, and was both feared and 
respected by every boy and girl. 
He 
used to pride himself on the fact that 
no truant boy or girl ever escaped him, 
and that when sent out to bring in 
a pupil, absent without leave, he al­ 
ways succeeded in bringing back the 
delinquent, or, at least, a very good 
excuse for the absence. 
Resident Here 75 Years 
The veteran Odd Fellow has been a 
resident of Gettysburg for the last 
seventy-five years, and his memory of 
events 
which 
transpired 
after 
h? 
moved here and of persons who lived 
here then is considered remarkable. 
According to Utz, tw-enty-three resi­ 
dents of Gettysburg are living today 
who were here seventy-five years ago, 
and five families are occupying homes 
they or their progenitors lived in when 
he moved to town. 
Mr. Utz’s recollection 
of 
events 
which transpire in Gettysburg during 
the battle here are especially vivid, 
and whenever he obtains an audience 
he is away on some yarn of the ex­ 
citing days here in ’63 when the Blue 
and the Gray battled in and around 
Gettysburg. 
Walking is the octogenarian’s chief 
occupation, but when he walks he is 
working, for he is a self-appointed 
census taker of Gettysburg, and each 
year keeps a detailed record of the 
number of people who move in and out 
of town, the new homes and business 
places erected and the number of per­ 
sons living in the borough limits. 
Two years ago his wife died and Mr. 
Utz was taken ill from the shock. 
It 
was then that he missed the first meet­ 
ing of Gettys Lodge of Odd Fellows in 
twenty-three years.

The initial run of the* 
Stourbridge Lion was made August 8 , 
1829, over especially built tracks. The 
locomotive was brought from England] 
in a sailing vessel to New York and 
thence to Honesdale on a canal boat. 
This event will be celebrated by civic 
[societies of the borough in 1929. 
However the advent of steam loco- 
I motion did not interfere with traffic 
J on the canal. Anthracite was shipped 
j from mines in the Lackawanna coun­ 
ty region by way of canal boats to 
i tidewater. 
And Honesdale held the 
I distinction of being the largest coal 
m arket in the world for many years. 
Following the closing of the canal in 
1898 a number of industries were 
started, with other innovations suc­ 
ceeding each other until today the 
population has grown to nearly 8 ,0 0 0 
persons.

Warns Against 
Fake Salesmen, 
Nursery Stock 


W arning is issued by state officials 
for buyers of nursery stock to be­ 
ware of fakers. 
This is the time of 
year when fake representatives 
of 
nurserymen ply their trade by going 
from door to door, especially in sub­ 
urban and country sections, selling 
nursery trees, shrubs and plants. 
In order to afford protection to the 
public, the Pennsylvania departm ent 
of agriculture issues a card certificate 
to all reputable agents, and unless the 
agent can display this card, no order 
should by placed with him. 
The cer­ 
tificates are void after 
October I, 
1926, so th at before signing an order, 
it should be made very sure th at the 
agent carries a valid card. 
In case 
the agent cannot or will not produce 
evidence of his honesty, this should 
be reported to chief nursery inspector, 
bureau of plai.t industry, H arrisburg, 
at once so th at unsuspecting persons 
in the state may be protected from 
such fakers.
